When you are looking over the tires 
on your car don’t forget the spare you 
are carrying behind.

ered to protect it from light, water, 
Oil and heat, it will rapidly deterio­ 
rate. These four enemies of rubber 
will take the life out of any rubber 
product in a short time. 
It is important to mnke sure that 
the spare tire is fastened tightly to 
the carrier.

Once in a while a few drops of oil 
should be placed on tho detachable 
rim bolts.

Colorado Potato Beetle 
Eradicated by Spraying 
The adult Colorado potato beetle, 
which 
is about half an inch long, 
rounded, yellow in color, but striped 
with ten black lines, passes the winter 
In the ground. When the potato plants 
come up in the spring the beetles ap­ 
pear to feed on the leaves and to lay j 
eggs. 
The eggs are \ lured in clusters J 
on the under side of the leaves and are 
conspicuous by their yellow color. 
In

fP iL 1, 
P5liaiP 
slugs 
hatch, 
which feed oh the foliage for some 
three weeks, then enter the ground to 
j pupate and about three weeks later 
J emerge as adult striped beetles. 
A 
second 
generation 
follows 
the’ 
’i same cycle of eggs, grub, pupa and 
adult. 
Although there is much over­ 
lapping of the stages, the first genera- 
• I tion of grubs is most abundant during 
July and August. 
It is in the grub 
stage that most of the damage is done 
mid, accordingly, a spraying with poi­ 
son should be given to ward off their 
; feeding. There is no set time to spray 
and no set number of applications. 
Either arsenate of lead, one to two 
pounds to .fifty gallons of water, or 
paris greed, one-half pound to fifty 
gallons, will serve, but in the latter 
case care must be taken to keep Uh* 
paris green well stirred while spray­ 
ing. 
Gathering tile adult beetles by 
•hand, especially in the early part of 
the season, will go a long way toward 
checking the insect.— Washington Ex- 
i penmen* Station.
